enquiry, whether the fouthern, weltern, 
or northern inhabitants had moft highly 
deferved the meed of heroic atchieyment 
~or enlightened policy ? Surciy the ambi- 
tion of any one Rate would have been 
fufhciently contented with allowing to 
others, and wearing on its own honored 
brow, a fingle leaf of the laurel, without 
claiming. the exclufive honor of the vic- 
torious wreath. This was the obvious 
duty which every confideration ot ftriét 
juftice, or an enlightened love of our 
“country fhould have contributed to have 


impofed upon them $ and which all the j 


{;mpathies of the American character, 
nurtured by a common war and federal 
government would have inclined them'to 
obferve. Twenty years had pafied over 
without producingany fyfiematic attempt 
to inveftigate the relative merits of the 
ftates during the revolutionary war; and 
the difgraceful effort to interrupt this-h- 
heral difpofition has been referved for 
the period of the few laft months. 

Let all the honors of this attempt be 
given to thofe federaliits of the northern 
ftates who have anx*puily afpired toa dif- 
folution of the union. They have called 
in all the ungenerous arts of mif- 

eprefentation to afift chem in the exe- 
cution of their fchemes. They have not 
been contented with afferting that the 
foutherm ftates had adopted a fet of in- 

< teres anfavorable to the interefts of the 
“northern inhabitants ; and that Virginia 
was at the head of the fouthern confe- 
deracy. Their exertions have taken a 
wider range. They have laboured to 
bring the moft profound contempt upon 
her: national charaéter, by cafting into 
fhade.all the virtues which -have been 
attrib to her inhabitants, and by 
drawing/at full length all their imper- 
fegXtons. They have contrived to del- 
geate a picture, which fhould combine 
the wildefk ambition with the moft cor- 
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of their fchemes, that the-ftare of Vir- 
ginia fhovld appear “ fhorn of all the 
beam3,” with which. her revolutionary 
exertions had entitled it and which had 
hitherto given it fuch diftinguifhed lu 
tre in the American conftellation. They 
‘have tutned over the pages of che Ame- 
rican hiftory for the purpofe of proving 


./that-her exertions during the revolution 


were not_commenfurate with her own 
refources, or equal to. the, exertions of 
her fifter ftates. Far be it from me to 
detraét from the well-earned honors of 
the other ftates, acquired during the re- 
volution. Far be it from me to fay that 
their atchievements have been eclipfed 
by thofe of my own’ countrymen, yet I 
may without prejudice or vanity exprefs 
my belief, that-they do not poffels fu- 
perior-lu(tre in the annals of our cuuntry. 
Fo fettle this point, let us once more 
réfume thefe hiftorical documents. Let 
us enquire, not whether Virginia has 
made greater exertions and defervedhigh- 
er glory than the other ftates ; but whe- 
ther {he has not contriouted an equal ef- 
fort. to the confummation of American 
independence. Let us examine this fub- 


jeGt in regard to her political meafures, 


and to her military. exertions. 

Poitical :measures.—All the colonifts 
from england had brought with them 
the fame fpirit and kind politica] free- 
dóm, which has ever animated in fome 
degree the inhabitants of that. country, 
and which the Britith conftitution is in 
fame -refpe€ts calculated to inipire,— 
Chey brought with them the important 
maxim that the legiflative power of the 
country at leat fhould be conferred on: 
men of their own chooling, and that the 
right of pafling Jaws for the fettlement 
of financial arrangements fhould belong 
to this elective bady, uncontrouled by 
the leziflature of the mother country. 
If we look into the charters of the differ- 
ent colonics, or if we examine thé [peci-. 
fic inftru€tions given by the Eaglith pro- 
prietors to their agents in America, we 
ihal! find that cither the right is expre({sly 

weh,-of--pretifions aro tata dowi fe 
the eleGtion of the honfe of delegates, 
or a houfe of burgeffes, or a general 
court, or a legiflature under fome name 
or other.. We fhall find too that the 
right of laying taxes upon themlelves ac 
companied by fewer or more modifica- 
tions in the different colonies, was ori- 
gionaily referved or fubfequently obtain- 
cd, by this reprefentative body. When 
the cojonifis of Great Britain had fettled 
in thefe ftates, their remote G&tuation 
from the native country and the inde 
pendence of their new purfuits muĝ 
nave contributed to cherilh this inde- 
pondent fpirit, and to iocreafe their vi 
gilant regard for the right of governing 
themlelves. It is no wonder therefore, 
the earlieft hiltory of the Britith colonies 
has recorded fo many preofs of the free 
and jealous temper of their inhabitants.’ 
At) far back as the year 1650, * the 
Virginians refafed to fubmit” to the Bri- 
tith power, * till articles of furrender had 
been agreed upon, by which it was fti- 
pulated among other things that ‘s the 
general aflembiy, as formerly, fhall con- 
vene and tranfact the affairs of the colo- 
ny. Virginia fhall be free from all taxes, 
cultoms and in.pafitions whatever, and 
none fhall be 1mpofed on them without 
the confent of the general affembly.”’* 
Purfuing the hiftorical chain of events, 
andl pafling by among other incidents the 
parliamentary act of 1786, for laying an 
impoft upon fugar and other produce for 
the plaufible purpofe of raifing a revenue 
towards defraying the neceffury expenfes 
of defending the Britifh colonies ; an a& 
which the MaM@ichufetts affembly firtt 
took into confideration, and to attempt 
whofe repeal they folicited the beft exer- 
tions of their agent in London; we ar- 
rive at the celebrated ftamp aét. This 
act was intended to try the relative 
ftrength of the Britifh government and 
her colonies. The miniftry publicly de- 
clared “t that it was intended. to eftablifh 
the power of Great Britain to tax the co- 
Jonies."+ The political affairs of the 
country had never witneffed a more eriti- 
cal æra. Had the colonies fubmitted to 
the operation of this ftamp ad, they 
would have acknowledged the authority 
of Great Britain to tax them in all cafes 
whatever. From the fettlement of finan- 
cial arrangements, the:h oufe of cem- 
mens might have proceeded to make 
laws for them ‘in all cafes whatfoever.— 
Inftead of feeing ourfelves the moft free 
and gallant nation upon earth, we might 
at this day have dragged the difhonorable 
chain of the lowett vaff.} of Great Bri 
tain.

Interefting events of the American revo- 
lution ; having attempted to, fhew that 
all the querulous and illeberal efforts 
which have been made to tarnifh the lau- 
seis of Virginia, have only terminated 
in bringing them forth into brighter luf 
trê $ let us now approach the next cele- 
brated epoch in our political hiftory, 
which -hasfurnifhed the difcontented fe- 
deralifts of the north witha fruitfultheme 
of declamation and complaint. _ They 
have pleafed themfelves with thinking 
that the adoption of the federal conftitu- 
tion, and the firt amendments which 
were propofed, have furnifked them 
with the moft fatisfatory. evidence, that 
Virginia has either acquired, or that the 
has been anxious to aflume an exorbitant 


influence in the adminiftration of the 


national government. ` They have difco- 
vered in this great æra ef our political 
hiftory, three fources of complaint, two 
of which they have reprefented as pecu- 
liar to Virginia; the third as common to 
her with “all the fouthern and wefters 
ftates. Why [tney have demanded] did 


‘Virginia hefitate to adopt at once the 
_ £ederal-conftitution ; and why did the al- 


moit in the fame breath, propofe fuch 
amendments to it, as would invalidate 
the political powers which it had con- 
fided to a federal head ? By what prin- 
siple of abftra& juftice and reprefenta- 
tive government, can the people of the 
fouthera and.weltern ftates, prefume to 
juĝify that-article of the federal confti- 
tution which gives them a political influ- 
ence, proportionate to three-fifths of 
their negro population ?—Happy is it for 
the Virginians, that they can again tri- 
umphantly. recur to the hiftorical docu- 
mente of their country, for the moft com- 
pleat juitification of their condudt, on 
the two firlt of thefe charges! Happy 
§s it for the fouthern and weltern ftates, 
thatthe immutable maxims of juftice, 
will bear them out in the exercife of that 
eprefentative right which the federal 
confiitution has conferred upon them! 
Adoption of the Conftitution- 
The following quotation from one of 
“the northern papers, will fuiliciently ex- 
jain the grounds of the prefent and the 
Pabfequent complaint. “Mr. Jefferfon 
nor any of his * fe&” have ever. made 
the energies and dignity of the federal 
government a part of their plan. They 
take a different and a more certain road 
to power and patronage: In one of his 
meffages he fays, that the particular ftates 
are invefted with all che needful powers 
for internal government; and feems to 
aflign to the government of ‘the union, 
-only the {craps’and. pearings, fuch as 
concern not ‘ourfelves. merely, but ate 
blended with foréign politics. To wea- 


“ken its federal head, and throw back its 


proper authorities into the hands of the 
ruling faGtion—behold Jefferfon unmatk- 
ed ! this has ever been the policy of Vir- 
ginia, and ever will be. It was forsthis 
reafon fhe came fo late and fo loath into 
the union. She abhorred the conftitu- 
tion the moment it pretended to bea go- 
verament, and fhe loft not one momen 
‘to infit that fuch amendments; fhould be 
added ie +t; as would reduce it as near 
“as poilble, to the infignificancy of the 
‘old confederation ; fhe wants fervile tools 
not lawful fuperiors.”* © Mow far does 
the hiftory of that period and the policy 
attributed to our ftate, go to fupport the 
ftatements and reafonings of this illiberal 
author ? Ss aang i 
Virginia was the firft ftate in the uni- 
on, that propofed the expedient which 
ultimately led to the formation -of the 
_ prefent admirable conftitution. She was 
the ftl to propofe any effectual remedy, 
for the various calamities which accom- 
panied her peculiar firuation, arifing 
from a want of credit, and froma. want 
of fome general power to eftablifh a pro- 
per fyftem of commercial regulations.— 
Compniffioners: were appointed in 1775, 
by the houfe ef delegates in Virginia,

Virginiz was not the only flate of the 
union that hefitated to adopt this contfti- 
tution. In Maffachufetts the oppofi- 
tion was large and refpeCtable ;” and it 
was finally zdopted by its convention in 
theratio of 187 to 168.—* In New-Y ork 
two thirds of the delegates in conven- 
tion; were at their firit meeting deter- 
minéd to reject the conititution ;” and 
though manyof the anti-federal members 
were induced to relinquith their oppofi- 
tion, when they heard that the gth and 
roth ftates had acceded to’ the propofed 
plan of government; the-conftitution 
was ftill ratified in the fmall ratio of 30 
to 25. The oppofition in Rhode Ifland 
was fo powerful that the conftitution 
was adopted by two only.—Indeed, in 
almoft every ftate, the anti-federalifts 
were powerful in numbers and refpecta- 
ble in talents. Bring then all thefe.faéts 
together ; compare this violent oppofi- 
tion and thefe various majoritigs with the 
ratio of ’89 to 79, according to which 
the conftitutiog was adopted in the Vir- 
ginia_ convention, and then fay what 
‘kind of juftice is that, which felects Vir- 
ginia from all the {tates of the union, 
accufes her only of an illeberal oppofi- 
tion to the national compact ? Why did 
her oppofition exhibit a greater defire to 
“ reduce the conititution to rhe infignifi. 
cancy of the old confederation” than the 
oppolition in Maffachufetts, New York 
or Rhode Ifland ? : 
Her oppofition to this national com- 
paét did not demonftrate her violent at- 
tachment to the corifederation, much lefs 
did it eftablith a general character of felf- 
ifh ambition. , Virginia was oppofed to 
the prefent conftitution, not becaufe fhe 
was really devoted to the old confedera- 
tion, but becaufe the faw or believed the 
faw greater dangers in the former than 
in the latter. The form of government, 
which was now propofed.to them, was 
a new fubjeé&t for political experiment. 
‘The annals of the word had never before 
difplayed the form of-a federal confti- 
tution, which fhould operate upon the 
individual members of the fociety, and 
which fhould at the fame time contai 
within its bofom feveral fubordinate fo- 
vereignties for the adminiftration of their 
internal and local affairs. It isno won- 
der then that fome prophetic apprehen- 
fions fhould arife, left in the progrefs of 
time the {tate governments fhould lofe 
their individual and independent chatac- 
ter, and that all their feparate powers 
thould be ultimately merged in the pro- 
greflive ufurpations of a confolidated go- 
vernment, Thefe apprehenfions were 
{til increafed, when they looked into 
the conititutior. itfelf, and difcovered 
that it wanted fome effectual provifions 
for fecuring the moft important rights of 
individuals. The liberty of conicience 
was not pfotected. The federal go- 
vernment might at any time by fhackling 
the operations of the prefs have 4s laid 
its hand upon the fprttig that is in locie- 
ty, and put a {top to its motion” The 
imefimable rights of criminals had-not 
been fufficiently guaranteed. The im- 
portant queftion whether the powers 
conferred on the federal government, 
were general or fpecific, had not been 
drawn between the right conferred on 
the general governments and thofe which 
were ** rcferved to the ftates re{peétive- 
ly, or tothe people.” Is it furprifing 
that the members ct the Virginia con- 
vention, with a prophetic wifdom which 
seflefis the higheft honor upon their 
names, fhould paufe, fhould meditate, 
fhould canvafs al! the provifions of. this 
complicated fyftem : and that many of 
them fhonld finaliy vote againft its adop- 
tion, until thofe important rights had 
been fortified by previous'amendments ? 
Ís it furprifimg that Mr. . Jefferfon when 
he was in France fhould have mentioned 
to his friend in this country his great 


anxiety that ‘the four latet [fates] 


which ever they may be, may refufe to 
accede. to it, till amendments are 
fecured?” Could not the charity of 
federalifts of the north have difcovered

The sth claufe of the 9th article provides 
for the appointment of “ a cothmittee of 
the ftates,” and to confilt of otie delegate 
from each ftate.”” It would furely lave 
been a more fagacious policy to have ex- 
changed this old confederacy for anew 
government, which fhould give heran 
influence. proportionate to her popula- 
tion; which, inftead of allowing her one 
vote in the enacting of ‘a law, fhould en- 
title her to 19. Had- Virginia leoked 
forward to the poffeflion of univerfal 
empire į had fhe beem ambitious of be- 
coming fuperior to the ocher ftates, in- 
ftead of remaining contented with her 
own independent fovereigaty, her moft 
obvious policy would thus have been to 
adopt the conftitution.. But had the en- 
tertained fome jealous- fear for her own 
political falvation; inftead of wifhing to 
become the tyrant of other ftates; had the 
indulged an apprehenfion that the fede- 
tal gover nment would tyratinife over her- 
felf, fhe would have found her wifett po- 
licy in an oppofition to this new goyerti-

THE period draws near, when you 
will be called upon-to exercile one of the 
highett funétions with which freemen 
can be invelted. They alone deferve the 
name who chufe their own rulers, and 
through them makei their own laws.— 


This is your prerogative! May it long: 


remain fo, whatever the infatuation and 
folly of other nations ! And while we 
pity the low fate toi which their igna- 
rance and.2 tyrant’s wrongs have reduc- 
ed thèm, let us.cherifh, with the zeal of 
our fathers, the lofty fentiments of free- 
_ dom, fealed with their blood. 

“ Devoted to liberty and juftice, the 
hiftory of the world should teach you, as 
you with ta preferve them, to be jealous 
and vigilant.- It fhouid teach you that 
rulers are more apt. tœbe tyrants than’ 
fervants ::andithat, with whatever fanc- 
tity they may declare themielves the 
friends and guardians of your rights, they 
are moft apt, unaer this infidious maik, 
to fubvert them by a criminal career of 
ambition. /fisfrue, that they generally 
Batter to betray you; and ihat while 
they are bufed in the immolation of li- 
berty, they are loudeft ints praife. 

- As then you value your rights, exa- 
miné with an unbending -ieverity the 
conduét of your rulers. _ The. more im- 
portant the duties with which a public 
charaéter is invefted, the more inperi- 
ous the neceflity of a rigid tcrutimy.— 
‘When the ftation to be filed is the high- 
eft in your power ta beitow, the duty 
becomes a facred one 3 ana you become 
¢raitors to yourleives nut ta ancharge it. 
Tt is criminal in a man to play the tyrant’; 
“but that crime is of the dcepeit hue 


which a free people perpetrate by neg- f 


le€ting the-means for the prefervation of 
their liberties. ‘The tyrant ts hurried on 
by the fury of his paflions ; while the 
people have no inducement under Hea- 
ven to abandon their duty. They. ficit 
may influenge the period in which he 
lives: while the laft too often decides for 
ages the deftiny of a nation. 

You are called on once in four years 
fo ele& your chief magiftrate. In the 
difcharge of this duty, at the laft pesiud,

Such is the, Man, who, four years 
ago, you called to the head of your af- 
fairs.

He was then, however, untried in the 
difcharge of the duties of the firit magií- 
tracy of a free people ; and with all his 
virtues and talents, he was liable to dif- 
appoint the hopes of his country. Has 
he difappointed thefe hopes ?—This is 
If he 
has, it is your duty, whatever pain it 
may give you, to confign him to the 
walks of private life. =~ ) 

In order to decide this enquiry, it is 
neceffary to ftate the duties of a chief 
magiftrate, and to compare With them 
the meafures of Thomas Jefferfon. 

The'duries of the prefidentof the U- 
nired States are fortunately, for the pre 
fervation of our liberties, fixed by a writ- 
ten conflitution. In every other nation 
onthe face of the earth they are but 
vaguely, defined by a dark and fhiiting 
pre(cription, varying with the temper of 
the times, and. the character and views 
of thofe who adminilter the government. 
Inder fuch fyitems, if they deferve the 
mame, executive power advances witha 
itep as fteady as time, towards its own 
aggrandifement. By the co-operating 


‘influence of force and patronage it gra- 


dually faps every mound raifed againit its 
encroachment. . Accordingly under fuch 
governments, liberty is but a fhadow, 
dependent entirely on the fur. fhine of 
royal favor. To guard againft this great 
evil, this gravitating principle of political 
in{titutions,, the conftitution of the U- 
nited States has wifely laid down certain 
rules fo plain that every mind can deter- 
mine how far they have been obferved. 
Let us, then, on this occafiort, refort to 
them as our unerring guides —- = 

‘The conftitutional duties and powers

of the prefident are: 


1. Lo give tocongrefs, from time to 
time, information of the ftate of, the uni- 
on, and torecommend, to their confider- 
tion, fuch meafures as he fhall deem ex- 
pedient. 

2. Yo pals a qualified veto upon the 
laws. 

3- To command in chief the army and 
navy; and the militia, when in actual 
fervice. 

4: To appoint all executive and judi- 
cial officers, except of a {ubordinate na- 
ture. l 

5. To make freaties. | 

6. To take care that the laws bè faith- 
fully executed. — 

And to jecure the execution of thefe 
duties, and fuch others as are impoted 
by the conftitution, he is required to 
take the following oath of office. — 

s I do folemnly {wear that I will faith- 
fully execute the ofhce of prefident of the 
United States, and will, to the, beft of 
my ability, preferve,. protect and defend 
the conftitution of the United States.”

had, notwithftanding, found time to 
purfue the early bias of a mind attached 
to philofophical purfuits, and from the 
action of a found judgment upon a large 
fiock of acquired materials, had gained 
a reputation in the literary world. 
It is not furprifing, therefore, that we 
find him in the legiflature of his own 
ftate, then the. wideft field of action pre- 
dented by the fate of the country, ani- 
mated by the honeft enthufiafm of youth, 
tranfcending ‘the dull routine of duty, 
and laying the foundations of. future 
greatnefs and prolperiiy by devifing and 
recommending plans of great and genc- 
ral utility. Three vaft objects appear to 
have engaged his patriotic efforts ; edu- 
eation, religious toleration, and the re- 
form of the criminal code. Like other 
philanthropilts he but in part fucceeded. 
He obtained fomething to be done to ad- 
vance the intereits of learning ; and he 
loft only by. the cafting vote of the {pea- 
ker a- law for mitating the penal code.— 
On the interefting point of religion his 
yitory was complete; and every man 
was guaranteed the free exercife of his 
_confeience and reiigtous opinions. But, 
however imperfect the fuccefs of his 
laas, he fewed feeds in a foil far from 
inconzenial, which have fince rewarded 
all his efforrs. He has the fatisfa@tion 
of beholding the citizens of his native 
fate enjoying every bieling that religi- 


It -mufl not efcape notice that both 
thefe duties are. mandatory; the term 
ufed is ** hall ;”—it does not, therefore, 
reft in the difcretion of the chief magif- 
trate, to give information or advice, ac- 
cording ta any theory of government ef- 
tablifhedin his own mind; but he shalt 
give information,and fe shall recommend 
fuch meafures as he hall judge neceffary 
and expedient. For one, I do not hefi- 
tate to fay, that E confider tite abfolute 
injunction of this duty, fo far as it relates 
to the recommendation of meafures, a 
defe&t in the conftitution. It tends un 
neceffarily to blend leyiflative and execu- 
tive power—to give the executive a dan- 
gerous agency in the enacting of laws; 
and to diminith the free wiil and unpre- 
judiced delinerations of the legiflature. 
But the confiderations, however power- 
ful on the mind of the framers of a con- 
ftitution, are divelted of all their influ- 
ence when applied to the magiftrate, on 
whom its execution is devolved. What 
would be a virtue in the one cafe, be- 
comes a crime in the other, 

The information required by the con 
titution has been fupplied by the preti- 
dent in a liberal ftream. It may cant- 
dently be affirmed that the mafs laid be 


a 


inftance where its importance juftified it, 
been expofed; and the myfterious ob- 
{curity, in which diplomatic relations are 
ufually involved; has beer happily difi- 
pated in aneminent degree. The with- 
es of the legiflatare and of the people 
{have, in moft infantes, been anticipat- 
ed, and in no cafe, as under preceding 
adminiftrations, hag a yote been patted 
upon legiflative requifitions. In fome 
few cafes, it is true, complaints have 
been made that the public were nor duly 
informed of paling or impending events ; 
but in all thefe cafes; it has afterwards 
manifeltly appeared tliat the government 
had withheld no information, whofe 
communication would nöt have done 
more injury than good, | 
~ It is, perhaps, to’ be regretted that 
there is no regular ‘official journal pub- 
lifhed of executive acts + Were-fuch a 
journal publithed, zt periods however re- 
mote from the occurrences recorded, it 
would ultimately afford; more cosreét 
means of jddying of the tondudt of the 
cabinet, and thereby produce a more ri- 
gorous tefponfibility to public opinion, 
than at prefent exift: But until provifi- 
on is made for this, we mutt expect, from 
the nature of executive acts, tome degree 
of ob{carity to envelope thé grounds on 
which they were taken. 
ConGidering the peculiar circimftances 
under which-the prefent chief magittrate 
came into office, the people had right to 
expect from him a full and habitual dif- 
clofure of his meafures, ana the motives 
which dictated them, fo far as cither: 
could tend to promote the public good.. 
An omiflion by his predeceffor,. to make 
fach a difclofure, was one of the grounds 
an. which he was ejected from ppwer,and 
thé belief that Mr. Jefferfgn would evince. 
a ‘contrary courle unquéftionably con- 
(pired with sthtr expe@afions, to infure 
his election. a. Se 
The tefponfibiliry of all public men to 


public opinion’ is añ cican feature of 
hewepubiteattereed;—and tt is Matiitert, 
that atl refporfibility, to a body not pof- 


lefed of the meansof forming an enlight- 
ened decifion, muft be ideal. To give 
a falutary vigor to this principle, a full 
difclofure of the ftate of the treafury,-of 
of every defcription of public Burthen 
from the greateft to the leatt, of all com- 
penfations, fixed by law or afcertained 
by executive agents, has been ftatedly 
made; together with ample details elu- 
cidating the fituation of every eftablifh- 
ment under the government. Even the 
facred ground of patronage, fo prudent- 
ly veiled in darknels by moit govern- 
ments, has been opened to th: view of 
the nation, and the rewards of favorites, 
if fuch there are, nakedly exhibited. . 
A momentary clamour has been raif- 
ed at the alledged fuppreflion of nforma- 
tion on two lubjects of very various im- 
portance 3—the repairs of the Berceau ; 
and the negociations refpecting Louifi- 
ana. But time, by diffipating the ov- 
(curity attending thofe events has proved 
that the firit was a link in the chain of 


amity that-now fo happily unites us with 


the molt powerful nation of the world ; 
and that fecrecy attending the Louifiana 
negociations was directly, perhaps infe- 
parably connected with th: fuccefs that 
crowned the final refulr. For had the 
pending fteps been at the ime avowed, 
there is ¢very reafon.to thnk that inju- 
tious delays and obftacls, altogether 
frultrative of the poffefionof that terri- 
tory, would have been intrpofed by ri- 
val nations, _ England, acuftomed to 
interfere in whatever relatrd to France, 
would have {carcely fufferid fuch an oc- 
cafion to pafs without impwving it to the 
promotion of herown int¢eft, either di- 
reCtly by benefitting herlef or injuring 
her rival; and Spain woull too probably 
have exerted her every neve to avert a 
meafure, which, it is knovn, fhe depre- 
cates, however-erroncoufl), as unfriend- 
ly to her power in this par of the world. 
In the difcharge then ofthis: conftitu- 
tional duty, we contemplde in the mea- 
fures of the executive, a evotion to the 
republican principle of giing the fulleft.
